1,  I  am  a  memiber  of  tiie  Canadian  Anoy,  Penaanent  Force. 

2,  I  was  a  member  of  the  Senior  AdministratlTo  Officers’  Staff 
of  •C"  Force,  Canadian  Army,  which  was  the  Canadian  Force  which  took 

part  in  the  defence  of  Hong  Kong. 

3,  I  became  a  prisoner  of  the  Japanese  Army  on  ^  December, 
1941,  when  the  Island  capitulated. 

4,  I  was  held  prisoner  in  North  point  and  Sham  Shul  Po  Qempa 
in  Hong  Kong  and  Kowloon  until  15  August  1943*  ^an  I  ms  despatched 

to  Japan  as  a  member  of  a  labour  draft. 

3,  Nxile  at  Sham  Shui  Po  and  North  Point  we  were  ordered  by 

the  Camp  Conoandant  to  supply  labour  parties  to  work  at  Kei  Tek  AiXT^^ 
in  Kowloon.  The  Oonmandants  from  whom  we  receired  these  orders  were 
Lieut  WADA  another  whose  name  I  do  not  now  recall.  le  understood 
that  the  demands  for  these  paitiea  came  from  the  Administration  under 
Colonel  TQKUNAGA..  The  nujdier  of  n»n  called  for  was  often  as  high  aa  050, 
edthough  there  were  hardly  any  physically  fit  men  in  camp  capable  of 
doing  hard  work.  I  feel  sure  that  Colonel  TOKUNAGA  was  well  aware  of 
our  physiosd  condition  idien  he  sent  in  his  demands  as  he  made  frec^uent 
Tiaita  to  our  camps. 

6,  I  remember  one  particular  occasion  when  850  men  were  called 
upon.  Thex*e  were  not  ewen  that  number  who  were  capable  of  walking  out 

to  the  job.  Howerer,  the  Canqp  COmaandants  were  ao  brutal,  stupid  and 
followed  the  orders  to  the  letter,  that  a  number  of  extremely  sick  men 
were  actually  carried  out  to  the  job  on  stretchers  in  order  to  meet 
the  exact  number  demanded.  I  saw  this  sort  of  thing  happen  on  numerous 
occasions. 

7.  X  cannot  state  that  this  treatment  caused  the  deaths  of 
any  m«in  idio  ware  carried  out  to  Kai  Tek.  They  were  not  called  upon, 

nor  were  they  capable  of  doing  any  work  when  they  arriwed.  ^ey  just 
remained  on  their  stretchers  all  day  and  were  c£u*ried  back  to  camp  at 
night;  I  merely  cite  this  as  an  exanplo  of  the  brutal  stupidity  dis¬ 
played  by  the  Hong  Kong  FW  Administration.
